^o on. Bloch concludes that we should 
nvoid permanent muscular contraction in 
•working, and adopt systems of gymnas- 
tic* that contract nnd relax as much as 
jjosible those groups of muscles 'that our 
occupation tends to keep in a. state of 
pension.
